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City Council Votes 
To Buy $7,000 
In War Bonds 


Consideration of street improve- 
ments held the attention of the city 


council during the major part of | 


Tuesday night’s meeting. Council- 
man Burgess, street commissioner, 
was authorized to submit to the 
state for approval of specifications 
for repairs to Santa Cruz avenue. A 
sum of $2,740 is to be spent on this 
thoroughfare, to improve the sec- 
tion between the highway and Ar- 


bor road. It is proposed to recon- ) 


struct the existing macadam shoul- 
ders by reshaping to provide ade- 
qpate drainage, scarifying, adding 
base rock, rolling, and applying a 
seal coat over the entire paved area. 
An additional sum of $475, derived 
from the gasoline tax, will also be 
spent on the improvement of major 
streets of the city. 

Property owners on Chestnut 
street between Santa Cruz and 
Menlo avenue have requested that 
their street be paved, and side- 
walks, curbs and gutters be instal- 
led. At a recent meeting the prop- 
erty owners agreeq unanimously to 
assessment for the necessary ex- 
pense. 

It was brought to the attention of 
the council by Mr. Burgess that the 
streets in Stanford Park and Men- 
lo Grove areas need resurfacing 
since they have outlived their span 
cf usefulness. Letters will be dis- 
patched to residents of these sec- 
tions outlining plans for repairs and 
assessments, 

The Southern Pacific Railroad 
has agreed to put in a curb and 
gutter on Merrill avenue between 
Santa Cruz and Ravenswood ave- 
nues. These improvements will be 
in accord with city standards of 
construction. 

Mayor Donald Fisher requested 
that letters be written to Lt. Ruth 
Ringland of the WAC, and Capt. 
Charles Undercauffer thanking 
them for their cooperation and in- 
terest in the opening of Recreation 
Park. 

Ponzini Case Closed. 

At long last the Ponzini case is 
closed. The property of Mrs. Mary 
Ponzini on Evelyn avenue which 
was condemned some time ago as 
being below health anq_ sanitation 
standards, is now being torn down. 
John A. Sullivan, attorney for Mrs. 
Ponzini, notified the council to this 
effect. 

Residents of Hobart street re- 
cently petitioned the council to re- 
strict the building and operation of 
commercial nurseries in that area. 
After a consideration of the matter | 
it was foung impossible to grant the 
petition on legal grounds. 


War Bond Investment, 

Mrs. Frances Maloney reported to 
the council that $11,099 has been 
received by the city, representing 
the second installment of taxes for 
the fiscal year. It was voted to in- 
vest $7,000 of this money in War 
Bonds.

Announcement has just been 
made of the appointment of Joseph 
B. Kelly, Philip F. Blanchard, and 
Frank W. Ellis of Menlo Park, to 
the Veterans’ Home and Farm Com- 
mittee, statewide in nature, is be- 
ing formed to campaign for the pas- 
sage of Proposition No. 1 on the 
Noyember ballot. Proposition No. 1 
carries a $30,000,000 bond issue, the 
proceeds of which will be devoted 
to the purchase of homes and farms 
for California veterans of World 
War Ii. This activity will be ad- 
ministereq by the Veterans’ Welfare 
Board of California, which was or- 
ganized in 1921 for the purpose of 
servicing, in a like manner, the vet- 
erans of World War I. 

During the 23 years of its exist- 
ence, the board has purchased 19,- 
000 properties for veterans, costing 
$89,000,000. 


Menlo Gas Tax 
Share is $2,441.55 


Gordon H. Garland, director of 
motor vehicles, today announced an 
apportionment of $2,441.55 to the 
city of Menlo Park as it’s share of 
the 1944 license fees. The apportion- 
ments are based on a population of 
3,258 as shown by the 1940 census. 

The total apportionment to all 
the counties and cities of the state, 
Plus 20 per cent to the General 
Fund, amounted to $9,425,937.98. To- 
tal collections amounted to $13,422,- 
766.64. Deductions amounting to $3,- 
996,828.66 were made to cover con- 
tributions to the retirement fund, 
administrative charges and interest 
and redemption on outstanding 
highway bonds.
